Roosevelt and 
Pope Pius toward 
peace cannot 
hut increase hope 
tha t w ar’s end 
may come, if not 
just now, still without the neces­ 
sity

and 
destructive 
struggle. 
He would indeed he a pessimist 
who saw no good in the steady 
growth of the pressure for peace. 
T hat is especially 
so 
since the 
call comes not 
only from great 
personalities throughout the world 
but from 
the folk 
in 
ordinary 
walks of life. 
Most significant about it all is 
tha t this feeling isn't restricted to 
non-belligerent» . 
The peoples of 
the countries a t war. while loyal 
to their governm ents and prepared 
to bow their necks 
to the yoke, 
definitely desire to get back 
to 
their jobs and their 
flower g a r­ 
dens. 
Only yesterday we had a strik ­ 
ing confirmation of this from 
a 
high place. 
King George 
v 1' E ng­ 
land, in addressing the men of hi. 
fighting services and the peoples 
of his vast empire over the 
air 
declared earnestly: 
“We cannot tell 
w hat the new 
year 
at 
hand 
will bring 
if 
it 
brings peace for which 
all men 
hope, how' thankful we shall be.”

He very naturally added that 
if the new year ‘brings a renewed 
struggle it shall find up undaunt­ 
ed.*’ 
The week-end saw not only our 
President and His Holiness com­ 
bining to term inate the European 
conflict, but leaders of the great 
Protestant and Jewish 
congrega­ 
tions of America responded quick­ 
ly to the President’s 
appeal 
for 
support in the crusade. 
Prime Minister 
De 
Valera of 
Ireland came on the air to add his 
plea. 
He advocated that the na­ 
tions at w'ar 
seek 
a settlem ent 
“now 
in good-will 
rather 
than 
w ait until exhaustion has forced 
the 
requisite 
dispositions 
for 
peace.” 
Meantime, of 
course, there still 
stands the very recent offer of the 
Queen of The Netherlands and the 
King of the 
Belgians 
to mediate 
between the allies and 
H err H it­ 
ler. Mussolini never has ceased to 
work quietly for peace.

H err 
Hitler 
is in no frame of 
mind to give 
up 
his 
freshly-ac­ 
quired territories. 
The 
allies are 
quite as determined that he shall 
not keep what they 
characterize 
as ill-gotten 
gains, and 
still de­ 
clare a Hitlerian peace. 
So it would seem that 
the con­ 
flict m ust continue until one of 
the governments 
is squeezed sul- 
ficiently to incline to peace. 
Just 
w hat form this finish will take, or 
how long it will require to reach 
it. is anybody's guess. 
One of the governments 
might 
find itself too short of supplies to 
continue the fight. 
Or the morale 
of one of the peoples might crack 
under the strain of dire want, so 
tha t either the government would 
be overthrown 
or the man in the 
street would compel his rulers 
to 
m ake peace.

Representatives of Catholic, P rot­ 
estant and Jewish churches today 
acknowledged 
with 
gratitude 
President 
Roosevelt's 
pioposal 
that governments 
and 
religions 
join in working for world peace 
and alleviation of suffering aris­ 
ing from the war. 
Archbishop 
A. 
G. 
Cicognani. 
the apostolic delegate in Washing­ 
ton, wiote the President that Pope 
Pius Nil desired to 
assure him 
tha t Myron 
C. 
Taylor would be 
“cordially received” as Roosevelt’s 
ersonal 
representative 
to 
the 
Vatican “in a m anner befitting the 
highly-im portant mission entrust 
ed to him .” 
The Pope’s acknowledgement, to 
be amplified later on a personal 
and direct reply, 
was forwarded 
through the Most Reverend F ra n ­ 
cis J. Spellman, 
Archbishop 
of 
New York, who said he had been 
requested to express “His Holi­ 
ness' profound gratitu d e” for T ay­ 
lor’s appointment. 
The President, in virtually iden­ 
tical letters to the Pope; 
to 
Dr. 
George A. Buttrick, president of 
the Federal Council 
of Churches 
of Christ, as a Protestant leader, 
and to Rabbi Cyrus Adler, presi­ 
dent of the 
Jewish 
Theological 
Seminary of America, as a Jewish 
leader, said tha t 
eventually 
the 
time would come 
to 
reestablish 
peace in the world, 
and he added 
tha t those in religion and in gov­ 
ernm ent who have a common pur­ 
pose should be 
encouraged in 
a 
closer association to bring 
abo ut 
peace. 
Dr. Buttrick told the President 
in a telegram tha t his 
invitation 
to visit the W hite House from time 
to time to discuss world problems 
was “gratefully accepted.” 
“We join you.” he said, “in the 
prayer that 
a lasting peace of 
justice and 
goodwill 
m ay soon 
bless m ankind.” 
Dr. Adler said in a message to 
the President that it would be a 
privilege “to have the opportunity 
to visit you at the White House,” 
and added 
tha t it was a “noble 
deed to bring the forces of relig­ 
ion together.” 
He said he held 
the confident hope that “the lead­ 
ers will unite 
the 
members 
of 
their churches and synagogues in­ 
to a unanimous support of youi 
efforts.”

Eight American 
Vessels May Be 
So ld to No rway 


Washington. 
Dec. 26 — (A P i — 
The United States Lines asked the 
Maritime Commission 
today 
to 
approve 
the sale of 
eight of its 
vessels to 
the 
North 
Atlantic 
1 ransport Company, a Norwegian 
corporation. Registry 
of the ves­ 
sels would be transferred to N or­ 
way. 
The U. S. Lines had asked the 
commission previously to a u tho r­ 
ize transfer 
of 
the 
vessels to 
Panam anian registry, but the a p­ 
plication w as withdrawn 
a fte r it 
had aroused much criticism. Sec­ 
retary Hull was among those op­ 
posing that transfer. 
The vessels which would be sold 
to the Norwegian company are the 
President Harding, American T ra ­ 
der, American Merchant, 
Ameri­ 
can Farmer. 
American 
Banker, 
American 
Traveler, 
American 
Shipper and American Importer. 
The government has no 
m o rt­ 
gages, claims or other obligations 
against any 
of the 
vessels 
the 
commission said. 
In its application. U. S. Lines 
said that because 
of neutrality 
regulations it was impossible 
to 
employ the vessels on their regular 
run under the American flag. 
It 
added that there does not appear 
to be any other 
route, 
trade or 
service in which the vessels possi­ 
bly could be operated. 
If the commission approves the 
sale and transfer 
to 
Norwegian 
registry, the ships would be oper- 
j aterl between 
New 
York 
and 
London, and New York and Liver­ 
pool with calls 
a t Boston on in­ 
bound trips.

Assuming that Hitler, with the help of Red Russia, 
sho uld win the war; 
What wo uld that mean to the United 
States ? 
Th# answer, co ming fro m a man who has spent y ears 
abro ad, is that the United States would unquestio nably be 
affected in an eco no mic sense, and might face the po ssibility 
o f a threat o f inv asio n by way 
of South America 
either an 
armed inv asio n, eco no mic 
penetration, or political agitatio n. 
The latter po ssibility , said the expert, might materialize in 
ten y ears o r fifty y ears. 
We can understand the economic consequences o f a H it­ 
ler v icto ry mo re easily
